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ON  LOSING  AN  ELECTION  AND  JULIAN  BENDA 
Chris  Koch 


The  election  is  now  over  and  everyone's  favorite  candidate  lost.  According  to  a  CBS  poll,  43%  of  theAmerican 
people  wanted  to  vote  for  someone  other  than  those  who  were  running.  I  suspect  that  includes  most  of  you. 
While  it  lasted,  the  issues  that  confront  the  country  were  raised  by  the  political  establishment,  but  in  such  a  dis- 
torted form  that  we  hardly  recognized  them.  Now  that  it  is  all  over,  we  can  get  back  to  business  as  usual. 
Politicians  can  ignore  reality  and  concentrate  on  politics  while  we  can  concentrate on  what? 

There  are  those  who  believe  that  there  are  only  two  alternatives.  Either  we  can  direct  our  energies  toward 
action,  toward  changing  our  society;  or  we  can  engage  (as  intellectuals)  in  criticism.  The  practical  consequences 
of  what  we  decide  are  enormous  for  those  of  us  in  communication,  because  control  of  communication  channels 
is  essential  in  a  society  like  ours  so  terribly  dependent  on  them. 

Is  criticism  enough? 

The  best  proponent  of  the  theory  that  it  is  remains  Julian  Benda  in  his  book,  The  Betrayal  of  the  Intellectuals. 

Benda  wrote  the  BETRAYAL  from  1924  to  1927  when  he  was  forty  years  old.  The  period  of  his  adult, 
active  life,  included  the  First  World  War,  the  Bolshevik  Revolution,  and  the  rise  and  consolidation  of  Fascism 
in  Italy.  And,  as  Benda  makes  very  clear,  his  book  was  written  with  these  three  major  world  events  very  much  in 
mind. 

He  was  concerned  with  essentially  two  major  things.  The  first,  and  for  him  the  most  important  of  these, 
was  the  position  that  contemporary  intellectuals  were  taking  in  regard  to  the  world.  His  book  is  full  of  examples 
of  intellectual  dishonesty;  of  intellectual  loyalties  that  turned  those  who  held  them  into  pawns,  (for  example, 
of  a  fascist  government);  of  lies  and  inadequacies;  of  theories  advanced  and  positions  held  in  order  to  gain  pop- 
ular praise,  personal  gain,  money,  or  security.  He  spoke  specifically  of  anti-semitism,  Jewish  nationalism,  pan- 
Germanism,  French  monarchism,  and  the  class  struggle  of  socialism. 

The  second  thing  that  concerned  Benda  was  that  he  believed  that  humanity, in  his  words.was  "heading  for  the 
greatest  and  most  perfect  war  ever  seen  in  the  world."  Benda  was  concerned  with  the  problems  of  peace,  and 
fearful  that  society,  as  we  know  it,  would  come  to  an  end. 

It  is  important  to  make  this  point,  for  we  cannot  disagree  with  his  concerns.  It  is  also  important  to  point  out 
the  origin  of  his  book,  because  his  fears  are  even  more  centrally  our  own.  If  the  world  stood  on  the  brink  of 
catastrophe  in  1927,  then  it  hangs  on  that  brink  today  by  a  fingernail. 

In  B'.nda's  mind,  the  trouble  was  that  'The  World  is  suffering  from  a  lack  of  faith  in  transcendental  truth.  " 
The  quote  is  Renouvier,  and  Benda  dedicates  his  book  with  it.  For  Benda  there  are  two  worlds,  one  of  the  spirit 
and  one  of  the  body.    In  the  world  of  spirit  man  can  find  transcendental  truth,  the  universal,  abstract  justice, 
and  God.    This  is  the  world  of  the  intellectual. 

The  other  world,  more  reality  (Material)  is  dirty,  sinful,  limited  and  proximate.  Those  who  live  in  this  world, 
"have  no  need  of  justice  and  charity,"  Benda  says. 

The  intellectual,  on  the  other  hand,  "declares  that  his  kingdom  is  not  of  this  world,  that  the  grandeur  of  his 
teaching  lies  precisely  in  this  absence  of  practical  values."  When  he  takes  up  this  position,  "the  intellectual  is  cru- 
cified, but  he  is  respected,  and  his  words  haunt  the  memory  of  mankind."  The  main  problem  with  dividing  the 
world  into  two  such  opposite  parts,  is  that  is  seems  hard  to  get  them  back  together  again.  How  does  the  intellect- 
ual, for  example,  dealing  in  the  spiritual  world,  have  any  effect  on  the  material  one? 

The  practical  man  operates  without  regard  to  justice  and  charity;  he  must,  Benda  says,  be  self-seeking  and 
corrupt  in  his  actions.  He  cannot  abide  by  abstract  principles  of  justice.  The  true  intellectual,  on  the  other  hand, 
deals  only  in  abstract  principles  of  justice,  and  if  he  tries  to  minister  for  the  real  material  world,  he  is  corrupted. 

For  Benda,  therefore,  the  intellectual  cannot  really  deal  with  such  a  concrete  problem  as  peace. All  he  can  do 
is  rely  upon  the  wisdom  or  kindness  of  some  universal  being  to  save  the  world,  while  he  himself  seeks  personal  sal- 
vation by  escaping  into  the  ivory  tower  of  intellectual  dilletantism  . 
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Benda's  mysticism  is  pretty  well  discredited  today.  We  recognize  that  an  understanding  of  physical  processes 
makes  it  possible  to  exercise  control  over  them.  His  appeal  for  a  disembodied  intellectual  elite,  dwelling  in  some 
realm  of  the  spirits  and  seeking  personal  salvation,  finds  few  advocates.  Yet  Benda's  belief  that  when  the  intel- 
lectual becomes  active  in  society  he  somehow  loses  his  objectivity,  his  critical  abilities,  and  betrays  his  profession, 
is  still  professed.  Benda's  argument  that  an  intellectual  ought  not  take  an  active  part  in  his  community  is  widely 
held. 

There  are  many  things  that  one  could  say  about  this.  It  is  profoundly  anti-democratic  based  on  the  assump- 
tion that  intellectuals  are  different  from  carpenters  or  businessmen.  To  whom  are  we  to  leave  thecomplex  pro- 
blems of  running  society?  The  politicians  elected  in  1968? 

All  of  us,  including  intellectuals,  are  social  animals  as  Aristotle  so  long  ago  pointed  out.  We  are  part  of  our 
society,  part  of  the  total  reality  of  the  world.  While  this  has  always  been  true,  it  is  perhaps  more  evident  today 
than  ever  before.  The  writer's  book  is  typed  on  machines  manufactured  by  dozens  of  people  in  huge  factories, 
printed  in  the  same  manner,  and  distributed  to  millions  of  people.  The  scientist's  facilities  have  been  socially  de- 
veloped and  organized  on  the  basis  of  theories  available  to  him  from  the  work  of  others;  he  is  paid  from  a  social- 
ly set  aside  fund;  the  very  conditions  of  his  work  and  his  ability  to  work  in  his  chosen  field  rest  entirely  on  the 
kind  and  quality  of  the  social  organization  in  which  he  finds  himself.  The  doctor  cannot  cure  his  patient  without 
a  complex  hospital,  staffed  and  manned  according  to  the  resources  of  his  community.  The  newscaster  relies  on 
wire  services  employing  thousands  of  people. 

Intellectuals  can  only  carry  out  their  particular  vocation  because  a  certain  kind  of  organization  is  available. 

At  the  same  time,  our  consciousness  and  understanding  of  the  world  is  formulated  in  interaction  with  it. 
Truth  and  understanding  do  not  come  spiritually,  from  some  Divine  Being,  but  from  participation  with  reality.. 
The  physical  sciences,  which  have  provided  the  most  dramatic  intellectual  successes,  long  ago  moved  from  ab- 
stract theorizing  to  empirical  observation  and  experimentation.    Galileo  went  up  in  a  tower  and  dropped  things. 

This  interaction  with  reality  changes  the  intellectual  as  much  as  it  changes  society.    The  history  of  science 
is  full  of  modified  theories;  the  scientist  knows  that  his  theoretical  constructs  may  not  correspond  to  reality. 
And  in  large  measure  he  decides  this  by  interaction  with  reality.  What  held  the  development  of  science  back  for 
centuries  was  the  dogmatism  of  the  primacy  of  spirit,  the  very  position  we  are  attacking  here,  that  the  intellectual 
need  not  interact  with  the  real  world. 

The  intellectual  has  a  social  function;  this  is  not  to  say  that  he  should  or  shouldn't  have  a  social  function, but 
to  say  that  in  fact  he  does.  Whatever  he  does  or  does  not  do,  has  an  impact  on  his  community.  And  the  intel- 
lectual, by  abstaining  from  committed,  intelligent,  controlled  social  action,  enrolls  himself  under  the  banner  of 
uncontrolled,  unintelligent  actions. 

When  ond  says  "nay",  one  is  in  social  fact  saying  "yea"  to  any  number  of  other  things.  When  the  scientist 
says  "nay"  to  an  anti-nuclear  testing  campaign,  like  it  or  not  he  is  socially  saying  "yea"  to  nuclear  testing. 

It  hardly  seems  necessary  to  make  this  point  in  1968,  with  the  example  of  Nazi  Germany  still  so  fresh.  One 
can  hear  the  schoolteachers  of  Germany,  watching  the  smoke  of  burning  corpses  from  the  concentration  camps, 

telling  then  monastic  students  to  remain  aloof  from  action until  they  were  drafted  into  the  German  army  and 

sent  to  occupy  the  world. 

The  intellectual  is  wrong  if  he  thinks  that  by  this  withdrawal  he  maintains  his  objectivity  and  freedom. 
Objectivity  is  not  dispassionate,  nor  the  middle  point  between  two  extremes.  It  is  correspondence  with  reality; 
and  this  can  be  tested  by  interacting  with  reality.  As  for  freedom,  "Is  an  animal  in  a  cage  free  if  it  does  not  real- 
ize that  it  is  in  a  cage? 

We  come  finally  to  the  function  of  KPFK.  In  a  world  moving  toward  disaster  I  think  that  we  have  no  choice. 
KPFK  must  bring  together  the  most  honest,  the  most  clear-sighted,  the  most  accurate  members  of  its  commun- 
ity, to  give  them  a  chance  to  be  heard,  and  the  chance  to  hear  others.  To  find  out  who  these  are  we  must  im- 
merse ourselves  in  our  community,  and  (as  fully  as  possible)  participate  with  them.  We  may  sometimes  be 
wrong  of  course;  but  we  will  only  find  that  out  in  action.
